AS TO TURF AFFAIRS,

HINTS
FHE NECESEITY OF WATCHING CERTAIN RAS-
CALS.

Horse owners and tralners are not as keenly alive
Ro thelr own interests and the interests of the turf
in genera! as the best friends of raclng would llke
to have them. In the past the assoclatlons sent
mmen around to solicit entries for the races. Owners
and trainers did almost as they pleased, and rested
‘gontentadly upon the fact that the Guttenburg and
Gloucester racetracks were open to recelve them
should any racing officlal dare to offend them on the
so-called “blg"’ tracks. When horse owners and
_grainers fail to enter thelr horses for liberal purses
in these times the responsibllity for serious damagse
to recing rests upon thelr shoulders.

The Jockey Club should not make the slightest
‘concession to owners who refuse to enter their
horses unle-s races are so “conditioned” that it ap-
pears to these owners that horses owned by them
have certaln races at their mercy. This Is the
time for firmness and determination on the part of
the Jockey Club,

In the list of licensed jockeys for 1896 the names of
several jockeys who have been tainted by sumpl-
‘olor, on account of peculiar riding in races last year
and In California In recent months, may be found
by anybody who cares enough about the purity of
ithe turf to recall some of the incldents nssociated
with certain performances. The Jockey Club should
pot hesitate In giving certain well-known jockeys
,some very emphatic warnings hefore the racing sea-
pon begins In this Btate. Moreover, jockeys who
have been suspected of pulling thelr mounts or of
association with unscrupulous agents of men who

lay agalnst what are technically called “dead ones" |
